"lie appeared as calm and collect- 


ed," said Hill, "as lie does at-this min- 
ute." 


Again Admiral Dowey stopped the 


applause, saying, "No, no, we must 
noi have any of that." 


"Later on, during the chase of the 


Colon," the witness said dramatically, 
"Admiral Schlcy stamped his foot 
and said, 'D—n him, I'll follow him to 
Spain, if I have to." 


Again the applause broke out and 


was again checked by Admiral Dewey. 


Aside from being interesting, Hill's 


testimony was important. He swore 
the Texas was a third of a mile from 
the Brooklyn when the latter made 
its turn. 


"The Brooklyn went round on its 


heel," he said. "There was never any 
possibility of a collision." 


Hill also swore that he was beside 


Schley before and during the loop, 
and that neither Lieutenant-Comman- 
der Hodgson nor any other officer 
had any colloquy with him about the 
loop.

Tie did not hear Hodgson say 
a word about the Texas or the helm. 


James II. Hare was the first new- 


witness today. He was a press pho- 
tographer during the Santiago cam- 
paign. 


Mr. Hare was succeeded by Chief 


Boatswain William L. Hill, who was 
a boatswain on the Brooklyn during 
the summer of 1898. He testified to 
hearing guns on approaching Cion- 
Cuegos, and said that while there a

'he had written letters to his wife 
during the campaign, and had from 
these made a journal covering the 
period.

The Spanish ships had gotten out and 
the Viscaya. the second ship, had 
turned toward us and we were about 
to cross the line of fire of our own 
ships. 


"At that time the order \\as gi\en 


to port the helm. I heard Commodore 
Schley say. 'Port,' and the ship start- 
ed to swing to starboard. The helm 
was pur over hard aport. and sh/- 
swung around on her heel. The tire 
from our batteries had never ceased 
from the time we started to turn un- 
til the end of the battle, when tho 
Colon went ashore. The guns were 
constantly being tired. The Texas 
was on our starboard hand, and she 
was fully a third of a mile from us. 
There was never a question in raj- 
mind 
about 
striking her. After 


swinging around we lined up parallel 
with the Spanish fleet. In a few min- 
utes the Teresn went ashore, on fire. 
Soon after tho Oquendo followed, and 
then we sided up with the Viscaya 
and kept with her for ten or twelve 
miles. 
. 


"At this time there was no ship to 


be seen astern except the Oregon, 
which was about a half-mile from us. 
On this run with the Viscaya, Ellis 
was killed. There were fourteen or 
fifteen of us standing together. The 
commodore asked in a matter-of-fact 
tone: "What is the range?" 
Ellis 


raised tho sladimeter to his eye, and 
as he did so a shell took his head off. 
As he fell to tho deck, dead,, young 
McCauley said: 'Let's throw it over- 
board.' 
The commodore said: 'No,

Not n* Tenderly lleared a» White 


Children—An Indian Scbool. 


Some of our little boys and girls 


make a very big face when their moth- 
ers'or nurses give them a batli. If they 
could see the way tho Klowa aud Co- 
tuaticlie. ludiau babies are given thcii 
baths they would never make another 
face as long as they live. When au Iu 
Uiau mother wants to wash her little 
one, she takes off his clothes, holds hiic 
by one foot and plunges him into the 
river. It maUeS uo difference how cold 
It is—Into Iho water he goes head tirst 
Little Indians are not rolled around ic 
baby carriages. Their mothers carrj 
them on their backs, either strapped it: 
a cradle or rolled In a blanket. Tin 
cradles the Indian babies have are uoi 
at all like the ones provided for theii 
little white brothers and sisters. It is 
a sacklike affair open at one end fas- 
tened to a frame. The papoose is placed 
In it with his hands tied across his 
breast. When the mother gets busy 
she hangs the cradle ou the limb of s 
tree or stands it up against something 
Ants or flies can run over the baby's 
face at will, for his hands are tied and 
he cannot defend himself. 


Little Indian girls do not have prett\ 


dolls with real hair and eyes that opei 
and close. The only kind they havt 
they make thcnlselves out of grass am" 
moss and bits of cloth their mother: 
give them. 


When Indian boys and girls go it 


school, they cannot go home evcrj 
night like the white children do. The} 
stay at schonl day and night for ten 
months out of twelve. Hesides learuiuj: 
their book lessons the boys have K 
learn to do all kinds of outdoor work 
and to use tools. The girls have tc 
learn to sew and to cook and to tlo al! 
Kinds of housework. 
In the dining 


room at 
the Kiverside government 


school, near Anadarko, there are six 
teen tables, and ten boys and girls ol 
different ages cat at each table, 
li- 


the large garden connected with tin' 
school there are sixteen little gardens 
The boys have to cultivate them, and 
the girls cook the vegetables the boys- 
raise. Consequently many Ibiugs that 
come ou to each table are raised and 
prepared by those who eat them. 


v In some of the New York schools 
they IKIMMI Young Defenders' league to 
help the Society 1'or the Prevention of 
f ' i nelly to AnimaN.

NOVEMBER WEATHER. 


Forecast by Foster, Who Is Already 


Famous for His Predictions. 


Mr. W. T. Foster, the 
famous 


weather forecaster, has the following 
to say with referenc^ to November 
weather: 


"Iu 
northern 
states 
November 


temperature will average about nor- 
mal, but changes will be sudden and 
frequent, with a great warin wave 
about the midle of the month, fol- 
lowed In a few days by a great cold 
wave. 


'Temperature 
of 
November 
in 


southern states will average abovo 
normal, but great extremes of hoat 
and cold may be expected. 


"Unusual events 
will 
occur 
in 


November, historic events that will 
impress the memory of man. I an* 
willing that planetary meteorology 
will be tested by a definite forecast 
of events expected near the middle ol 
November. The great disturbances 
due to occur from Nov. 8 to close oJ 
month are such as cannot be definite- 
ly located, but 1 will designate, in ?. 
general way, where they may be ex- 
pected. 


"The 
disturbing causes seem to 


center around Nov. 14, but their prin- 
cipal effects may be observed at any- 
time within five days of that date, 
and the effects of these disturbances 
will probably continue to the close of 
the month. 


"The effect will be a magnetic dis- 


turbance in the great central valleys 
that will materially affect the tele- 
graph wires and all machinery that is 
operated by electricity. 


"In 
earthquake 
countries 
great 


earthquakes are expected. These will 
probably occur from Nov. 9 to 10, thc< 
greatest probability being during the 
night of Nov. 14. These seismic dis- 
turbances will probably affect Central 
America, the Rocky Mountains north 
of parallel 40, the Andes Mountains, 
south of parallel 40, Europe, Africa 
and Asia where 
earthquakes are 


common. 


"Conditions are largely in favor ol 


South America, South Africa and 
Australia as the places where earth 
quakes will be most severe during 
this great disturbance. 


"This great planetary disturbance) 


will probably 
affect 
the 
weathci 


more in western Canada than in any 
other part of America, to a less ex- 
tent than northwestern states, and t< 
a still less extent the northeastern 
states. 


"Temperature will probably begin 


to rise in the northwest about Nov. 
10, reaching its highest point in upper 
followed by a cold wave that will 
reach the upper Mississippi 
valley 


not far from the 20th. These weather 
events will move eastward, reaching 
the New England states about two 
days later and affecting states north 
of parallel 40 more than the states 
south of that line. 


"This great disturbance will proba- 


bly develop a tropical hurricane in 
the West Indies, but I can give no 
forecast of its location. For details 
of .these great tropical storms my 
readers must rely on telegraphic re- 
ports. The East Indies 
will also 


probably be visited about the same 
time by one of these tropical storms. 


"From the Sth to the 18th will be a 


very unsafe time to make ocean or 
lake voyages. Of course many places 
will be exempt from any great dis- 
turbance at that time, hut as the 
great storms cannot be more definite- 
ly located it will be best to remain 
in the safest places during that ten 
days." 


STAMP CERTIFICATES. 


Designed to Take the Place of Pos 


tage Stamps for Currency. 


"Postage stamp certificates^" de 


signed to take the place of ordinary 
stamps when used as currency in 
letters, have been suggested by Assis- 
tant Postmaster John M. Hubbard of 
Chicago, and the sugestion has the 
approval of Postmaster Coyne. The 
postmaster-general has reported that 
the plan seems to meet all require- 
ments and is not liable to abuse and 
perversion. At the coming sesion of 
congre.ss the head of the department 
in .Washington may put forward Mr. 
Hubbard's suggestion in the form of a 
bill. 


"This scheme, as I see it, has sev- 


eral important advantages," Mr. Hub 
bard said. "The first is to give credit 
where it belongs. The department 
takes it for granted that the amount 
of mail handled by an office is indi- 
cated in its receipts for the year. But 
in an office like Chicago this is not 
'true. Mail order nouses in this city 
receive in the course of a year about 
1,000,000 worth of stamps in payment 
for orders ,from out-of-town corres- 
pondents. 
These stamps are 
pur- 


chased at country postofflces and are 
recorded ther*--a» sales. 


"Managers., 
of .these 
business 


houses ai«,j«st as anxious as we are 
for a change. They often have more 
of these stamp* on hand than they 
can use. There' is no ready market 
for them, and for this reason they 
must often be sold at a disconnt 
By use of the 'postage stamp certifi- 
cates! which I have advocated this 


nuisance will be a thing of the past. 
The country customers of the mail or- 
der house will buy a dollar or two 
dollar certificate from the local post- 
office. The consignee will then con- 
vert these • certificates into stamps. 
if he needs them, or cash at a dis- 
count of one per cent. This would suit 
right the books of the large city of- 
fice and would also give the country 
postmaster the credit that is due 
him." 


TREATMENT OF IMMIGRANTS. 


Mr. Powderly Thinks 
it Could Be 


Improved With Good Results. 


Washington, Oct. 24.—Commisioncr- 


leneral Powderly believes that one 
reason why we have so much trouHe 
in this country with our immigrant 
class is that we treat them so shab- 
bily on their entrance into this coun- 
try. It has long been a pet notion of 
lis that the government should print 
i little book, and have it translated 
nto all the known languages spoken 
by immigrants, containing a picture 
of the American flag, with an account 
in simple terms of What it means 
and stands for; the text of the Consti- 
tution of the United States; an ab- 
stract of our naturalization laws, and 
a few words of -welcome and advice, 
ispecial pains being taken to remind 
the immigrants of the wisdom of learn- 
ing the English language. A copy of 
;his book, in the appropriate tongue, 
he would give to every alien landed 
on our shores. He records the present 
habit of treating newcomers and 
prospective citizens as it' they were so 
many cattle as responsible for some 
of the lack of right feeling which we 
find among men who have sought 
this country for freedom from the 
troubles 
that compassed them at 


lome. Ho thinks that if we admitted 
only those imigrants whom we wero 
?lad to have, and showed them that 
they were welcome, it would start 
them on their career as Americans 
with a somewhat different 
feeling 


toward the land of their adoption.

United States 
beet factories 150,000, Hawaii 350.000 
and Porto Rico ] 5(1,000. all being free 
of duty, leaving 1,3(!0,585 tons to come 
from other sources on which duty is 
paid.

The price of al the sugar consumed, 
however, being enhanced to the total 
extent of the duty of $36 per ton, for 
a total of $84,981,000.

The customer gets the best of it 
bcciiu&c he gives up something for which 
he has no use, making the linen clear 
profit; tho linen woman gets the best of 
it because when she appraises an article 
at !fl and g'nes the owner'that much 
value in linen for it t>hc knows that when 
she has made that article ready for the 
market it will bring a price that will give 
her a profit of anywhere from 50 to 100 
po.r cent and sometimes even more. 


"I have some very good private custom- 


ers, but the linen woman is my best. She 
buys more from mu in a year than any 
other ten customers I have, and, what is 
more, sho pays cash for it. 1 have men 
in my employ who have been handling 
linens for a great mauy years, but I don't 
bfcliovc one of them knows more about 
the subject than the linen woman. Don't 
think she is the only linen woman. There 
are about six of them operating in this 
state and in Pennsylvania and all doing 
the same kind of business. They're get- 
ting rich at it too." 


In the last three or four years the linen 


woman has become quite an institution 
iu the small cities in the southern and 
western part of this state and just o\ er 
the line in Pennsylvania. There is one 
city of 40,000 people in this state which 
is almost kept in linen by a woman from 
Scranton who buys her stock at the high 
est prices in New York stores and then 
swaps it off for cast off clothing. Sho has 
a husband who sews from morning to 
night putting: the clothes into &:i!abl 
shape and a son who goos around the 
country with her to carry her great pack- 
ages ut linen. Then thore are. daughters 
and other sons who wait on people in the 
store and u brother-in-law who keeps the 
books. It must be a pretty good business 
that supports so many persons. 


The linen woman comes to a town with 


two trunks full of line linon and goes to 
a cheap boarding house. The next day 
she hires a wagon, and, with her big son 
to drive and do the heavy work, she 
starts on her route. A week before sho 
has but a lino iu the local paper saying 
that sho would be around on that ilnte, 
and so she goes straight to (he postollioo 
to get requests for calls. Sho goes over 
her mail carefully. She knows who among 
those who have sent for her are worth 
calling on and who are not. 


She is a welcome visitor. The linen is 


brought into the house and spread out, a 
tempting sight for the housekeeper. Then 
the old clothes arc brought out, and tho 
linen woman goes over them with a sharp 
eye.
